REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on May 15, 2006. 
Claims 6 and 13-14 are amended, and claims 8, 9 and 54 are canceled; as a result, claims 
6, 10-14, 44-53 and 55-56 are now pending in this application. 
The allowability of claims 8 and 10-1 1 is acknowledged. 

Double Patentins Rejection 
Claims 6, 9, 13, 14, 44-47 and 52-56 were again provisionally rejected under a non- 
statutory double patenting rejection, specifically over claims 10-12 of copending Application No. 
10/903,500. This rejection is respectfully traversed. Upon indication of allowable subject matter 
in the '500 application, a terminal disclaimer will be filed, if appropriate, to overcome any 
obviousness-type double patenting. 

$112 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 6, 9, 13, 14, 44-47 and 52-56 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first 
paragraph, as lacking adequate description or enablement. It is respectfiiUy submitted that the 
amendment to claim 6 to incorporate the elements of claim 9 ("breast tissue or associated upper 
body tissue") and to recite that the subject matter is afflicted with breast cancer, as suggested by 
the Examiner, moots this rejection. Therefore, withdrawal of this rejection is respectfiiUy 
requested. 

SI 03 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 6, 9, 13, 14 and 44-56 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wilmore (U.S. Patent No. 5,248,697) of PTO 1449 in view of Pellico (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,817,695). It is respectfiiUy submitted that amendment of claim 6 to incorporate the 
elements of allowable claim 8 overcomes this rejection. Withdrawal of this rejection is 
appropriate and is respectfiiUy requested.
